Bo ssie Francis, the negro who 
®^urdere<i NIiss Niary Henderso n, a 
a white wo man, near Co lnmbns, 
J o hnso n co unty, last August, has 
been arrested at Hugo , 1. T. 
Several days ago a telegram was 
received by SherilT Ko ch at War- 
rensbnrg fro m the o fficers at Hugo , 
stating that a negro answering the 
descriptio n o f Francis had been..ar- 
rested and wo uld be held pending 
investigatio n, but no mo re atten­ 
tio n was paid to it than to several 
hundred o ther telegrams received 
since the murder. 
\ esterday, ho wever, a picture o f 
the suspect was received at War- 
rensbarg, and, much to the sur­ 
prise o f all, it was po sitively iden­ 
tified by Mrs. Chap Hyatt, sister 
o f the murdered wo man, by the 
daughter o f Mrs. Hyatt and by 
several neighbo rs who knew the 
negro well. 
Mr. Hyatt, himself, is no t so 
po sitive, ho wever. 
One thing which tends to the 
belief that the negro under arrest i 
is really Francis is that his scars 
and marks co rrespo nd exactly to 
tho se mentio ned in the descriptio ns 
o f Bo ssie, which 
were scattered 
bro adcast all o ver the co untry. 
There is a theo ry, to o , which 
was advanced by Mr. Hyatt, that 
strengthens the belief that Bo ssie 
Francis has at last been caught. 
It is to the effect that a negro al­ 
ways clings to his given name. 
The negro

names o f Willie Wilso n and Willie 
Gray. 
Francis’ name was William 
Bo ssie Francis. 
Ed Henderso n, 
bro ther o f the 
murdered wo man, who is wo rking 
at So uth Haven, Kas., was tele­ 
graphed abo ut the repo rted capture 
and he wired that he wo uld leave 
last night fo r Hugo , arriving there 
this afterno o n, to identify the sus­ 
pect. 
Sho uld the negro pro ve to be the 
man 
wanted,

whether he will be bro ught to 
Warrensbnrg. 
Feeling is just as 
high against him no w as it was 
last summer. 
Tho se who kno w 
Ed Henderso n, ho wever, believe 
that he wo uld bring the negro to 
the scene o f the mnrder if there 
were any po ssible chance. 
When Mrs. Hyatt saw the pic­ 
ture o f the suspect she was almo st 
o verco me and exclaimed that she 
knew it was the murderer o f her 
sister. 
Her daughter was just as 
po sitive, as were the neighbo rs who 
saw the picture. 
The pho to graph was identifiedas 
that o f Francis by Deputy Co unty 
Clerk Hyatt, o f Warrensburg, who 
knew the negro ever since the lat­ 
ter was a bo y.

It was pr oved l)y tiie gover n­ 
ment that dur ing the two and one- 
half year s that Baliiet ofer ated the 
scheme lie had expended $25.000 
in buying a new.cpaper at Baker 
City, about $35,000 in adver tising 
the mine and himself as the Cecil 
Rhodes of A m e r ica ; that he had 
expanded var ious sums on actr esses 
and 
per sonal 
outlays, 
and 
that 
since the pur chase of the White 
Swan mine he has put pr actically 
nothing into it with a view to de­ 
veloping on behalf of the stock­ 
holder s. 
It was e- ential for the gover n­ 
ment to pr ove that Balhet intended 
to defr aud the investor s when he 
star ted to use the mails to sell them 
the stock.

nected with the development of the 
pr oper ty.
